tion, Resolution Alleges. 
y the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—The 


bathing beach girl and lobster have 
suffered alike from pollution of nav- 
igable waters by oil burning ships, 
he House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee revealed today in a report on a 
resolution requesting the President 
to call & conference of maritime na- 
tions to stop it. 

Aside from the fire hazard result- 
ing from the piling up of oil waste 
along the docks, the report showed 
that on the Atlantic, Pacific and the 
Gulf, lobsters, oysters and fish of all
